Claims 1-4, 6-20 and 22-36 drawn to a culture media having no 
animal proteins, classified in class 435, subclass 243. 



Group II. 



Claims 37-38, drawn to a method of culturing animal cells or 
tissue wherein the medium does not have animal proteins but 
once the cultures are added the medium does contain animal 
proteins classified in class 424, subclass 93.1.
